One of the escapees, Arthur 
J. Mankins, 37, of Germantown, 
N.C., was picked up Sunday 
after a stolen getaway car 
crashed following a high-speed 
chase. The others fled into sur­ 
rounding fields and wooded 
areas, which authorities have 
been combing with tracking 
dogs. 
Convicts Dennis D. Hunter, 
26, of Salem, Ohio, and Henry 
G arg an o ,

G argano was serving 199 years 
for m urder and Hunter 25 years 
for kidnaping and other crimes. 
Roche and Philion were found 
walking in opposite directions 
on the Baltimore & Ohio Rail­ 


road tracks, about three miles 
a p a rt. They w ere a rre s te d 
within an hour of each other 
and both w ere returned to the 
prison, about 75 miles away, 
late Monday night. 
Roche was taken into custody 
two miles from where the fugi­ 
tives’ auto crashed on Sunday. 
Both men told authorities they 
were looking for water, but 
Roche said they were afraid to 
drink from creeks. 
“ 1 told him it was better than 
w ater in the city,” said jail ad ­ 
ministrator Tom Fischer. But 
he said Roche told him, “ No, it 
was polluted.” Philion said the 
escapees hadn’t had water in 
three days. 
Deputy Sheriff Norman Rose 
said several area residents had 
called police to report a man 
asking them for water. Rose 
said he searched the area near 
the homes of the callers and 
then parked his car by the rail­ 
road tracks. 
He soon spotted Philion walk­ 
ing along the tracks, and “ I just 
turned the flashlight on him and 
said, ‘Halt! This is the police’ 
and to stick his hands up. He 
said, ‘Okay, don’t shoot!“ ’ Rose 
said. 
Roche was picked up by two 
FBI agents as he walked east 
away from Salem, according to 
Victor Schaeffer, special agent 
in charge of the manhunt. He 
said Roche was carrying a 410 
shotgun but had no am m uni­ 
tion.

The good news may be linked 
to energy problems since Larry 
Venvertioh, manager of Pack­ 
aging Corp. of America plant 
here, says much of the increase 
seems to come from the home 
insulation industry. 
But he says it’s also possible 
the wastepaper comeback may 
herald better days for the econ 
omy. 
“ It’s only speculation, but the 
increased movement of prod­ 
ucts has increased the demand 
lor wastepaper," 
Venvertioh 
said. 
Two years ago paper mills 
were paying $40 a ton for waste 
paper. Then the recession hit. 


knocking the bottom out ol the 
market, he said. 
But a vice president of Lo­ 
rain's National Waste Paper 
Co. said waste paper demand 
could be misleading. 


Irwin Mindell said that for 
the past 45 years, the demand 
for wastepaper has been a good 
barometer of what the economy 
would be doing in three or four 
months. But he said this time, 
while paper demand is going 
up.

nonferrous 


metals is dropping. 
A vice president of Cleveland 
Iron & Metal Co.. Morris Win 
ick, agreed. 
"The paper mills’ inventories 
have been low and during our 
fall rains, no one was saving 
wastepaper.” he said 
Mindell said paper mill man 
agers tell him 1976 will be a 
great year for the industry but 
that il groups and individuals 
can be persuaded to save pa­ 
per, the situation need 
not 
reach extremes. 
"ll anyone is planning a pa­ 
per drive, now is the time,” 
Mindell said. “ The prices have 
not been as high in months and 
you will never know when they 
could collapse again.”

Picture the Soviet L’nion sending buyers to the 
United States with firm orders, and hard money 
to back them up. for a billion dollars worth of 
automobiles. 
Now 
extend 
this 
impossible 
dream 
by 
imagining certain politicians and labor leaders 
demanding that the government scotch the deal 
because additional sales abroad might cause ear 
prices to go up at home. 
Ridiculous0 But just substitute gram for 
automobiles and you have today's 
"insane 
demand” by some to shut off further grain 
shipments to foreign customers. 
That is the analogy drawn by Keith C Bart ons, 
an agricultural scientist w ith Dow Chemical Co 
and author of a just-published book. “ The Food 
in Your F u tu re " 
For years the American farmer has been 
raising grain for export just as much as tor 
domestic consumption, says Barrons. Currently 
he is harvesting more than two billion bushels of 
Qheat. knowing that all the break, crackers, 
pasta and pastry we will eat in the I S A during 
the coming year, plus a reasonable addition to 
our reserves, will require less than half that 
amount The remaining billion-plus bushels were 
raised to be sold, just like every automobile that 
rolls off the assembly line, and this gram must be 
sold abroad 


Farm production for export 
has been a 
litesaver lor our economy. Barrons contends 
Last year we exported $21 billion worth It all 
this food has been retained at home just to keep 
domestic prices down, the resulting high deficit 
in foreign trade would have caused further 
deterioration in the value of the dollar and higher 
costs for everything we import 
Even it a block to the free export ot farm 
commodities 
had a temporarily 
depressing 
effect on food prices, the long-range effect would 
lie higher prices he says. 
“ Any manufacturer faced with the possibility 
ot a ban on exports would gear his output to meet

It has proven easier to banish smallpox from 


the earth than w hat has been called “ mankind's 
last scourge" — illiteracy 


There are more than 800 million illiterate 


people in the world and their number is in­ 
creasing, says UNESCO, the United Nations 
K*duca tionai. 
Scientific 
and 
Cultural 


Organization, And one major reason why years 
of effort and expenditure have not had greater 
impact on the problem is lack of will 


This conclusion is based on an analysis ot 


literacy projects in UNESCO’s Experimental 
World Literacy Program. Thirteen countries in 
three continents took part in the program 
Algeria. Ethiopia, Guinea, Madagascar. Mali. 
Siidan. 
Tanzania. 
India. 
Iran. 
Syria 
and 


Ecuador. The degree of success of the projects 
varied as w idely as the countries themselves 
At the beginning of the experiment, says the 


program s report, “ most countries knew how to 
approach tand in some cases achieve) much 
more massive literacy as a part of broader socio­ 
economic change, if they wanted to. 
But most apparently did not want to. Only 


Tanzania was stimulated to launch a mass 
campaign An eventual worldwide campaign for 
the eradication of illiteracy, hoped for when the 
program was launched, is not yet in sight. 


“ Neither literacv nor development can be 


w illed into existence by international agencies.” 
says U N ESC O .“ At best they can perhaps prick 
the conscience of national governments.”

More than 1(H) descendants of 
Antone Joseph, a Portugese im­ 
migrant whose genes carried a 
crippling and fatal disease, are 
finally learning about the mys 
terious family illness that has 
killed 48 of them 
Some members of the family 
learned tor the tirst time 
recently that they are victims 
of “ Joseph s Disease'' u hen Dr 
William Nyhan, professor of 
pediatries at the I niversity of 
Californ a at San Diego, con­ 
ducted a special clinic for them 
at OaklandN’hildren s Hospital 
The 
incurable 
neurological 
disorder occurs only 
in Jo ­ 
sephs descendants 
"A single gene carries it." 
Nyhan said “ Every time you 
have a child, there's a 50-50 
chance ot transmitting it and 
that, in genetic terms, is a huge 
risk, the biggest risk we deal 
in." 
Nyhan and Dr Robert Rose 
nburg. a neurological expert 
from the Cniversity of Texas, 
counseled and tested family 
, members in the clinic spon­ 
sored by the National Genetic 
Foundation of New York 
“ Early on. people notice that 
they start getting wobbly and 
staggering and their speech be­ 
comes 
slurred.' 
Nyhan 
ex­ 
plained "As time goes on they 
become increasingly 
spastic. 
Usually its at least 10 years 
from the onset of the illness to 
the time of the patient s death 
Nyhan told parents who face 
the possibility of passing the 
disorder on to their offspring 
“ We had two brothers and 
one said. 'With this informa­ 
tion. Fm simply not going to 
have any children ' The other 
said. ‘I'm not going to limit my 
life in any w a y . I'm going to live 
my life regardless of this 
Fam ily member Rosemary 
Silva, who traced the descend- 
1 
ants and organized the clinic 
* through 
the 
foundation, 
de- 
» scribed it as “ an emotional ex­ 
perience For years we didn t 
know what kind of disease we 
had." 
The mistaken belief that the 
disorder was linked to venereal 
disease had made many family 
members reluctant to discuss 
the illness, said Mrs. Silva, who 


is not a victim 
"Genetic disdase has the kind 
of stigma that cancer once had, 
like it's someone's fault.’ said 
David Hal is ot the foundation 
“ But it s just hereditary. In this 
case, nature throws the dice 
and all four children in a family 
mav have it or they may all be 
O K " 
Harold Herber of San Jose, 
whose brother and two sisters 
have the disease, said family 
members have reacted in dif 
terent ways to being told about 
the disease 
“ People can get emotional 
over this because when you talk 
about marriage, the only way 
you can stop this in a family is 
not 
to have children," said 
Herber. who is 40 and believes 
he has escaped the disease It is 
normally detected 111 a person s 
20s or 3fll 
“ 1 wasn't really hoping for 
anything for myself." said Vio­ 
let Weldon of Redding, who has 
known about her illness since 
1904

wide study of such utilities' 
performance. 
Ohio Power ranked in the top 
quarter of similar-sized utilities 
in seven of eight categories sur­ 
veyed by the National Associ 
at ion of R eg u lato ry Utility 
Commissioners. 
Cleveland Electric Illuminat­ 
ing Co. received no superior 
marks and one inferior rating 
for the base year of the study, 
1973. 
Ohio Edison of Akron was in 
the top quarter in one category 
and in the bottom in another. 
The study sought to measure 
price, eost-performance and ef 
ficiency of use of capital, labor 
and fuel.

oil revenues have put Iran 
among the biggest foreign cus­ 
tomers of American farm goods 
and probably will keep it ahere 
for some time, an Agriculture 
Department analy st said today. 
Iran's purchases of U S farm 
products soared to $757 million 
in the fiscal year ending last 
June 30, more than quadruple 
its 1973-74spending, Michael E 
Kurtzig, of the department’s 
economic research service 
said. 
Although there has been 
some slackening from last 
year s pace, Kurtzig said the 
exports to Iran "are expected 
to remain at high levels for the 
foreseeable future." 
His report was contained in 
"Foreign Agriculture." 
pub­ 
lished by the department today. 
The big jump put Iran 10th 
among foreign buyers of U.S. 
farm products last year, ud 
from 25th the proceeding year 


In all. Iran mi|>oited about $1 
billion of farm products from 
all sources in 1974 75. meaning 
that more than three fourths 
came from the United States. 
Huge increases in oil prices 
were behind the jump in Ira 
nian imports The country's oil 
export revenues in recent years 
have boosted per-capita income 
from $400 in 1970 to $1,700 last 
yea r 
Grain and oil seeds accounted 
for all but $57 million of U S 
farm sales to Iran last fiscal 
year. Wheat sales alone rose to 
1.7 million metric tons worth 
$324 million from *84,317 tons 
valued at $94 million 
“Iran’s strong demand for 
imported agricultural com­ 
modities is basically a result of 
the sudden rise in disposable 
income and the inability of 
Iran’s agriculture sector 
to 
meet the erowing demands of 
its population," Kurtiz said

D EA R I)R. LAM B — My 
husband was hospitalized 35 
days for cerebral hemorrhage 
over two years ago. For two 
weeks he lay semi-conscious, 
vomiting every bit he ate and 
hiccuping constantly. 
When 
they could fin ally make 
angiograms no surgery was 
necessary. The neurosurgeon 
said there was no medical 
help. It was up to nature and 
God. The blood had to be ab­ 
sorbed. 
There was not the slightest 
improvement for two weeks. 
Then one day he was better. 
He slowly regained some 
strength, some coordination, 
and his speech gradually got a 
little better. 
Neither our medical doctor 
nor 
the 
n eu ro s u rg e o n 
recommended any kind of 
therapy. He takes regular 
walks and does chores in the 
yard and around the house. 
His balance is still bad and his 
walk and speech are poor. I 
keep thinking that years from 
now we may look back and 
think if only he had had some 
therapy. Do you agree with 
these doctors? 
D EA R R E A D E R - Your 
husband had a marked im­ 
provement because the swell­ 
ing (edema) in the brain 
around the area of injury from 
the damaged artery gradually 
subsided. It is common for the 
brain to accumulate fluid and 
get swollen with the stroke. 
This causes pressure on brain 
cells and makes things look 
worse than they will be even­ 
tually if the patient recovers. 
It is plain swelling as you see 
with any injury. 
The c e l l s th at w e r e 
destroyed by the stroke, as op­ 
posed to those temporarily not 
functioning from swelling, are 
permanently destroyed, and 
their function can not be 
regained. That is why the dif­ 
ficulty in walking and talking 
remains. 
Your husband might get 


some im provem ent with 
special training in the use of 
his muscles by a physical 
therapist or specialist in 
physical medicine. Also some 
stroke victims can improve 
their speech with speech 
therapy. The latter is a long 
process. The feasibility of us­ 
ing these aids depends a lot on 
what is available in your com­ 
munity. 
Physical therapy for stroke 
victims is most successful 
when it is begun as soon as the 
patient’s condition will permit 
it. Early therapy sometimes 
will help maintain muscle 
f u n c tio n s 
th at 
m ig h t 
otherwise be lost.

Strokes are like heart at­ 
tacks and are usually caused 
by diseased arteries. The 
arter^ s are damaged by 
deposits of fatty-cholesterol 
particles in the wall of the 
arteries. The artery is then 
blocked off with a clot or 
hemorrhage. The area of 
cells, depending on blood from 
that artery, die from lack of 
circulation. The functions of 
the body that depend upon 
those cells is then lost. 
The best approach to 
strokes is to prevent them 
when possible. As with heart 
attacks, the first symptoms 
may be a severe stroke or 
even a fatal one. You prevent 
strokes by the same type of 
dietary treatment, 
treating 
elevated blood pressure and 
eliminating cigarette smok­ 
ing. In those who survive a 
stroke, these same measures 
are important in helping to 
prevent another one.

Monday by the state Board of 
Education.

Greenville City School District 
was granted permission to de­ 
velop its own program, and the

Benton Local School District in 
Hancock County. 
A total ot 38 districts were 
assigned to the Apollo District, 
serving Auglaize and Mercer 
Counties; Penta County, ser­ 
ving Hancock, 
Hardin, 
Put­ 
nam, 
Seneca, 
and

Counties; Tri Rivers, serving 
Wyandot; 
Vanguard, serving

serving Mercer and Putnam,

In other business, the board 
announced approval of 12 more 
colleges and universities 
as 
having been approved under a 
five-year evaluation project in­ 
volving teacher preparation 
programs. The evaluation of 51 
institutions offering teacher 
education was started in May 
1972.

were Ohio State Cniversitv, 
Youngstown State University, 
Antioch College, The Athenaem 
ot Ohio.
